[In  a  letter  dated  January  18,  1977, 
written  to  Ann  Shaw,  Chairperson  of 
the  Government  Documents  Round- 
table  Microforms  Task  Force,  Amer- 
ican Library  Association,  Carl  A. 
LaBarre,  Assistant  Public  Printer 
(Superintendent  of  Documents)  has 
sought  to  clarify  some  apparent  mis- 
understandings regarding  GPO's 
Jlicroform  Program.] 

Dear  Ms.  Shaw: 

You  have  asked  for  a  position 
statement  from  this  Office  as  to 
whether  or  not  depository  librarians 
will  be  given  a  choice  of  either  hard- 
copy or  microfiche  on  items  selected 
for  conversion.  My  response  to  that 
question  is  "yes"  for  one  category 
of  publications  and  "no"  for  a  sec- 
ond category.  To  clarify  the  ap- 
parent confusion  that  currently  pre- 
vails, let  me  elaborate.  On  March  25, 
1977,  the  Joint  Committee  on  Print- 
ing gave  approval  to  the  Govern- 
ment Printing  Office  to  distribute  in 
microficl^e  only  certain  material  not 
heretofore  printed  at  a  GPO  plant 
and,  heretofore,  not  offered  to  de- 
pository libraries.  Thus,  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Printing  gave  GPO 
approval  to  procure  two  copies  of 
such  publications  and  to  convert 
-them  to  microfiche.  These  titles  will 
}e  offered  to  depository  libraries  in 
microfiche  fornnat  only.  They  will  not 
be  available  for  sale. 

The  second  category  of  material 
authorized  by  the  Joint  Committee 


on  Printing  consists  of  documents 
already  distributed  to  depository 
libraries  in  hardcopy  but  which  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Printing  au- 
thorized GPO  to  convert  to  micro- 
fiche if  substantial  economic  sav- 
ings will  result  and  if  requested  by 
depository  librarians.  Included  in 
this  body  of  material  are  the  20  spe- 
cific titles  recommended  for  conver- 
sion October  18,  1977,  by  the  De- 
pository Library  Council  to  the 
Public  Printer.  Included  are  such 
title  as  the  Bureau  of  Census  series, 
Foreign  Trade  Reports,  Construc- 
tion Reports,  Current  Industrial  Re- 
ports, Bills,  Resolutions,  Documents 
and  Reports  (beginning  with  the 
96th  Congress,  1st  Session,  Jan-

uary  1979),  and  others.  Titles  in 
this  category,  if  converted,  will  be 
offered  to  depository  libraries  in 
either  microfiche  or  in  hardcopy 
and  the  selecting  library  may  elect 
to  receive  the  document  in  one  for- 
mat or  the  other.  In  other  words, 
GPO  is  not  authorized  to  distribute 
a  document  free  to  a  depository 
library  in  hardcopy  and  also  in 
mircofiche.  The  selecting  library 
must  select  one  of  the  two  formats. 
In  this  category  of  material,  GPO  is 
not  authorized  to  sell  microfiche 
copies  in  its  Sales  Program. 

There  is  also  a  third  category  that 
needs  clarification.  If  an  originating 
Federal  Agency  has  permission  to 
produce  a  document  only  in  micro- 
fiche, then  the  microfiche  format  is 
the  only  format  which  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Documents  may  dis- 
tribute. There  are  only  15-20  such 
cases,  one  of  which  is  the  Consoli- 
dated Master  Cross  Reference  List 
issued  by  the  Department  of  De- 
fense. Others  are  Actions  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  Postal 
Rate  Commission  and  Decisions  of 
the  Occupational  Safety  and  Health 
Review  Commission.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Documents  offers  this 
category  of  publications  to  deposi- 
tory libraries  only  in  microfiche  and 
offers  it  for  sale  to  the  public  only 
in  microfiche.  This  policy  will  con- 
tinue. 

We  have  undertaken  a  preference 
survey  on  some  11  titles  recom- 
mended by  the  Depository  Library 
Council  to  the  Public  Printer  for 
possible  conversion  to  a  microfiche 
format.  On  that  survey  it  was 
pointed  out  the  depository  libraries 
will  be  given  a  choice  as  to  the  for- 
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mat  they  can  select  should  the  eco- 
nomic analyses  prove  to  be  advan- 
tageous for  such  conversion. 

We  indicated  a  choice  of  format 
on  the  recently  completed  Code  of 
Federal  Regulations  survey  where 
some  300  depository  libraries  indi- 
cated a  preference  for  the  micro- 
fiche format. 

You  may  rest  assured  that  this 
Office  will  not  undertake  any  deci- 
sion on  further  conversions  to  a 
microfiche  format  without  prior  con- 
sultation of  the  depository  library 
community  and  their  representa- 
tives. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  this  infor- 
mation meets  your  requirements  and 
eliminates  further  misunderstand- 
ing. If  I  can  be  of  any  further  assist- 
ance, please  do  not  hesitate  to  call 
upon  me.

Dear  Senator  Cannon: 

I  am  writing  to  express  the  strong 
support  of  the  American  Library 
Association  and  its  Government 
Documents  Round  Table  (GODORT) 
for  the  Depository  Library  Micro- 
form Project  of  the  Government 
Printing  Office.  The  American  Li- 
brary Association  is  a  nonprofit 
educational  organization  of  some 
35,000  librarians,  trustees,  edu- 
cators, and  other  public-spirited 
citizens  who  are  dedicated  to  the 
development  of  library  and  informa- 
tion services  for  the  people  of  the 
United  States.  GODORT  includes 
approximately  1,200  members  who 
share  professional  concerns  such  as 
the  development  of  library  re- 
sources, bibliographic  access  to 
documents,  inter-library  coopera- 
tion, management  and  use  of  docu- 
ment collections,  and  the  improve- 
ment of  the  national  depository 
system. 

We  were  very  pleased  that  in 
March  ]977  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Printing  approved  the  Depository 
Library  Microform  Project  providing 
for  conversion  to  microfiche  and 
distribution  to  depository  libraries 
of  documents  not  printed  by  the 
Government  Printing  Office  and  not 
presently  within  the  depository  li- 
brary system,  and  of  GPO  depository 
titles  when  clear  cost  reductions 
can  be  shown  so  long  as  the  mate- 


rials would  be  appropriate  for  micro- 
form reproduction.  The  American 
Library  Association  has  long  been 
on  record  in  support  of  improve- 
ment and  extension  of  the  deposi- 
tory system,  including  provision  of 
material  in  a  variety  of  formats.  We 
see  the  Microform  Project  as  a 
means  of  increasing  the  number  of 
federal  documents  to  which  the  pub- 
lic has  access  and  of  promoting  an 
informed  citizenry. 

We  also  see  the  Microform  Proj- 
ect as  a  means  of  more  fully  com- 
plying with  the  requirements  of  the 
Depository  Library  Act  (Public  Law 
90-620)  which  states  that  "Govern- 
ment publications,  except  those 
determined  by  the  issuing  compo( 
nent  to  be  required  for  official  use 
only  or  for  strictly  administrative  or 
operational  purposes  which  have  no 
public  interest  or  educational  value 
and  publications  classified  for  rea- 
sons of  national  security,  shall  be 
made  available  to  depository  li- 
braries through  the  facilities  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents  for 
public  information." 

The  American  Library  Association 
urges  the  Joint  Committee  to  con- 
tinue to  support  the  Depository  Li- 
brary Microform  Project  which  is 
clearly  in  the  public  interest.  In 
order  to  provide  continuing  guid- 
ance to  the  project  and  input  from 
all  segments  affected  by  the  project, 
we  feel  the  Public  Printer's  Micro- 
publishing  Advisory  Council  should 
be  activated  without  further  delay, 
with  representation  from  the  library 
community  equal  to  that  of  the  pri- 
vate information  sector.  If  you  would 
like  further  information,  I  would 
glad  to  provide  it.

Monthly 
Catalog  Corner 


Questions  frequently  arise  as  to 
the  reason  for  tlie  appearance  of 
entries  In  the  Monthly  Catalog  with 
a  "for  sale"  statement  but  omitting 
the  price.  This  is  especially  true  in 
the  case  of  non-GPO  sales  items. 

The  Library  Division  is  constantly 
trying  to  improve  our  communica- 
tion and  recordkeeping  with  other 
branches  of  GPO  so  that  the  latest 
sales  information  can  be  passed  on 
through  the  Monthly  Catalog.  Sales 
items  in  every  Monthly  Catalog  are 
verified  against  the  Publications 
Reference  File  to  provide  accurate 
prices  and  stock  numbers  for  GPO 
sales  publications.  However,  the 
recording  of  sales  information  for 

_,'^;uments  sold  by  other  Federal 
a'gencies  poses  a  different  problem. 

Information    concerning  prices 


and  price  changes  is  not  always  sup- 
plied by  the  various  Federal  agencies 
for  their  sales  items.  The  Monthly 
Catalog  has  carried  whatever  infor- 
mation was  available  but  this  often 
meant  communicating  inaccurate 
information  to  the  public.  This  re- 
sulted in  unnecessary  difficulties  for 
GPO,  the  Federal  agencies,  and, 
most  importantly,  for  the  public.  To 
prevent  the  dissemination  of  mis- 
leading information  on  materials 
over  which  we  had  no  control,  a 
policy  was  adopted  for  the  Monthly 
Catalog  to  discontinue  the  reporting 
of  prices  on  all  non-GPO  sales  items. 
A  "for  sale"  statement  and  address 
are  included  in  the  record  to  inform 
the  user  of  availability  but  the  price 
line  is  omitted.  The  only  exception 
to  this  practice  is  the  preparation 


of  the  Serials  Supplement  where  the 
latest  known  subscription  and  single 
issue  purchase  price  are  listed. 

A  different  but  nonetheless  re- 
lated area  is  the  problem  of  revised 
editions  available  for  sale  by  GPO. 
The  revised  edition  often  carries  a 
"for  sale"  line  printed  on  the  publi- 
cation. However,  the  policy  of  GPO 
is  to  continue  selling  the  older  edi- 
tion of  the  document  until  the  sup- 
ply has  been  exhausted.  When  the 
earlier  edition  is  no  longer  available, 
the  newer  edition  will  be  sold.  The 
Monthly  Catalog  does  not  carry  the 
later  edition  as  a  sales  item.  Instead, 
a  note  is  added  to  the  entry  stating 
that  the  earlier  edition  is  available 
for  sale  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Documents  and  provides  the  stock 
number  along  with  the  price.

O.  What  is  the  status  of  labels  with 
jiDoc  numbers  for  depositories 
which  was  being  discussed  during 
1977? 

A.  A  majority  of  depositories  ex- 
pressed interest  in  receiving  self- 
adliesive  labels  with  SuDoc  numbers 
printed  on  them  along  with  their 
Shipping  Lists.  Initially,  GPO  ex- 
plored the  possibility  and  cost  of 
sending  out  a  complete  set  of  labels 
with  each  Shipping  List.  The  ex- 
pense was  greater  than  anticipated. 
Recognizing  this,  along  with  the 
fact  that  labels  for  non-selected 
items  would  be  wasted,  new  possi- 
bilities are  being  explored  in  search 
of  a  less  costly  approach.  Sugges- 
tions from  depository  librarians 
wanting  labels  would  be  most  wel- 
come.
